A deposit of $25.00 payable to TNW must be paid in
advance for this list. This list is necessary for the mailing of notices to all property owners within 500 feet of
your property. The total fee for this list is based on the number of names and addresses on your list. -

Step 2-While aWaifmé the preparation of the list, fill out the Application and Public Notice of Hearing (leave
date blank) which you received at the preliminary meeting before ZBA.

Step 3 - When the list is completed, the Assessor’s office will call you. Using the list, address an envelope for
each, add your return address and a first-class stamp and hold. These will be used to forward the hearing

notices to all of the adjacent property owners.

Step 4 - Call Pat at 563-4630 and MAKE AN APPOINTMENT to come in with your completed paperwork. At
this time also bring with you a copy of your deed or contract of sale, title report (if you have one), photos,
completed applications, public hearing notice, addressed/stamped envelopes, and fees payable to the Town of
New Windsor.
